REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Bridgewater : 

I  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  superintendent 
of  schools. 

During  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1934,  the 
total  enrolment  in  all  our  schools  was  39;  16  boys  and  23 
girls.  Two  of  the  girls  were  tuition  pupils  from  Hebron. 
Our  average  membership  was  38.9.  The  per  cent  of 
attendance  was  96.9.  We  had  the  record  of  promoting 
39  with  no  failures. 

Four  pupils  were  graduated  from  our  eighth  grades  ; 
one  boy  from  River  Road,  one  girl  from  Bridgewater 
Hill,  and  one  boy  and  one  girl  from  the  Turnpike. 
Appropriate  and  interesting  graduating  exercises  were 
held  in  each  school.  All  four  of  our  graduates  are  now 
attending  high  school. 

Tests  and  other  checks  showed  that  the  pupils  made 
satisfactory  progress  in  the  fundamentals.  The  schools 
furnished  also  many  vital  experiences  in  cooperative 
effort,  and  in  creative  work  in  drawing,  music,  and  oral 
and  written  expression.  Child  centered  activities  were 
fostered  in  all  three  schools. 

The  new  flooring  and  the  refmishing  of  the  walls  in 
the  Hill  schoolhouse  during  the  summer  vacation  made 
this  school  a  much  more  attractive  place  of  living.  The 
new  stove  at  the  River  Road  school  assures  ample  heat 
in  the  coldest  weather.  During  these  two  years  we  have 
been  keeping  our  textbooks  up  to  date.  Supplies  and 
equipment  have  been  liberally  furnished. 

Because  of  the  small  number  of  pupils  at  the  Turn- 
pike this  year  the  wisest  course  ot  action  seemed  to  be 
to   transport   the   children.     Accordingly   2   boys   and   4 
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girls  are  gaining  excellent  schooling  in  the  elementary 
schools  of  Bristol. 

This  year  we  have  a  total  enrolment  of  30;  21  boys 
and  9  girls.  The  River  Road  registered  a  total  of  25 ;  16 
boys  and  9  girls.  Three  removals  to  Plymouth  and  five 
to  Ashland  left  this  school  with  a  membership  of  17  on 
February  1,  1935.  On  the  Hill  are  9;  5  boys  and  4  girls. 
Adding  the  6  pupils,  2  boys  and  4  girls,  transported  to 
Bristol,  we  have  a  grand  total  of  36  elementary  pupils 
in  our  school  district.  Again  we  have  four  pupils  in  our 
eighth  grades.  I  hope  that  our  graduating  exercises 
may  be  combined  next  June. 

Miss  Anna  Leech  is  continuing  her  satisfactory  and 
conscientious  work  as  teacher  of  the  Hill  school.  At 
River  Road  Mrs.  Phyllis  Smith  has  resumed  teaching  in 
the  community  where  she  started  as  a  cadet  teacher  from 
Plymouth  Normal  School.  She  is  a  teacher  of  mature 
experience  and  is  giving  a  very  real  service. 

Our  pupils  are  making  good  progress.  Again  I  am 
pleased  to  commend  the  effective  work  of  Mrs.  Lovett 
as  school  nurse. 

I  have,  in  general,  continued  the  supervisory  activi- 
ties outlined  in  last  year's  report.  I  have  become  better 
acquainted  with  the  pupils  and  have  established  more 
contacts  with  the  parents.  I  have  enjoyed  my  work  as 
superintendent.  I  am  grateful  to  all  who  have  so  kindly 
cooperated.  To  the  members  of  the  school  board  I 
extend  my  thanks  for  their  kindness  and  loyalty.
